The first is a record of the '•spoiling of sono of the autopsy fllqz "deliberately 
by one of th^ agents present"# 

Jiocond is "the list signed by the men wiio did the autopsy," and a similar 
list allied by the members of Attorney General Clark's panel of experts. 

Neither of these is included in or covered by the so-called letter agreement# I 
do not presume you would withhold these from me, having 3hown thorn to another when they 
arc not enumerated in the contract, but if the tliought is entertainer, I would remind you 
that oourt decisions under 5 U.S.C.552 hold tlian if tho right to witlihold exists, any 
use by government waive:; that right# lour won regulations require equal access to all# 

I would also like a copy of each document in the name file of Riclimond C. Harper, 
Eagle Base , Texas, also known as "Tito" and if they refer to any pilot ho used and there 
is a name file on tliat pilot, a copy of each document in it also, please. 

In the December 1 966 Esquire, E# J .Epstein wrote that a Commission lawyer asked the 
CIA about the current status of "Soviet 'win* conditioning techniques' The CIA replied,
